Summary 

In the Office Action claims 1-2, 15, 17, 26, and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
112, second paragraph; claims 1-4, 6-9, 11-20, 22-29, and 31-35 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chen (U.S. Pat. No. 5,197,130) (hereinafter 
"Chen"); claims-5, 10, 21, and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Chen in view of Agarwala (U.S. Pat. No. 6,681 ,270) (hereinafter 
"Agarwala"); and claims 36-38 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim. 
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
